A CURIOUS COMPLICATION. 


Mr. Stanley is Unable to Recover 
for His Child’s Death. 


When the city began preparations for the 
new City Hall it was found necessary to 
change the location of the sewer running 
under Washington Park;and one feature of 
the alteration embraceda sewer at Spruce 
street at the northern end of the Twelfth 
street bridge. Atthis point the builders of 
the sewer, the Heman Construction Co., had 
stacked up granite and other material; and 
one — the child ofa man named Stanley, 
living inthe neighborhood, ran out on the 
street car track from behind the obstruction 

killed by a Unton Depot 
sued the Union De- 
pot Co., Heman Construction Co, 
and the eity for the killing of the child, al- 
leging negligence on the partof all three of 
the defendants—the street car company 
for killing the little one, the Heiman 
company for placing the obstruction so that 
no one could see an approaching car, and the 
city for allowing the obstruction to remain 
there. In the Circuit Court the Union Depot Co. 
was acquitted and the construction company 
andthe city were assessed $4,000 damages. 
The two latter appealed and Stanley appealed 
from the verdict in favor of the Union Depot 
Co. Last week the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson city rendered a decision 
in the case. The judgment in 
favor ofthe Union Depot Co. was affirmed 
and that against the construction company 
and the city was reversed without being re- 
manded. City Oounselor Marshall frepre- 
sented the Union Depot Co. in the Cir- 
cuit Court and the city in the Supreme Court, 
and he says that the latter seems to have 
come to its rather curious conclusion on the 
reasoning that the killing was the result of a 
chain of three links, embracing the neg. 
gence of the city, the construction company 
and the railway company, so that without 
each one of these concurring negligences 
the @hild would not have been killed. But 
since a jury had declared thatthe Union De- 
pot Co. was not liable for the child’s death 
the chain was broken and the other defend- 
ants could not be held responsible. 

As a result all three of the defendants are 
exonerated and Standley gets nothing—not 
even the chance of a new trial against the 
city and t construction company.

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OVER THE BANISTER. 


Wrestle in an Engine-House— 
Ehvysicians Row. 

Joseph Peckford, who fell over the ban 
ister in Engine-house No. 13, on Eleventh 
street, between Wash and Carr streets,about 
noon yesterday while skylarking with Wiil- 
lam Wand, the foreman of the company, 
died at his home, No. 1102 O’ Fallon street, at 
1 o’clock this morning from a fracture of the 
skull. All the witnesses agree that it was an 
accident. Peckford, who was a carpenter, 
25 years old and single. lived with nis 
mother, and for years hag been in the habit 
of passing his spare time at the engine- 
house.

Wand was hurt about 
the hipsand Peckford sustalned a fracture 
ofthe skull. He was taken upstairs and was 
afterwards removed to his home. 

ATTENDING DOCTORS DISAGREE. 

Before Teckford was removed from the 
engine-house to his home, Drs. Lewis E. 
Barricelliof 1105 North Eleventh street and 
W. V. Kingsbury of the Commercial bulld- 
ing were summoned, Dr. Barricelli alleges 
that he advised agamst the removal of Bick- 
erford from the freman’s cot on which he 
lay, Claiming that it would be apt to cause 
his death, but that Dr. Kingsbury said that 
he would assume the responsibility of the 
outcome of the case and had Bickerford 
transferred to his home, where he dled.

| verdict of the dear public to give him jus- 
tice and curative balm in the form of prof- 
itable popularity, or if he has wanted im- 
mediate redress he pleaded his case in the 
court of literary judgment. Asa rule lit- 
erary workers have borne critical abuse 
in sorrowful silence, and their attitude to- 
wards the savages of the reviews has been 
that of suppliantes for mercy. There have 
been notable exceptions, however, and the 
tilts between authors and critics have en- 
riched literature with gems of wit and 
learning. 

But now comes the modern author em- 
boldened by the independence of wealth 
anéimbued with the commercial spirit of 
the age, declaring thatauthors have rights 
that critics are bound to respect and de- 
manding the recognition and definition of 
these rights in law. He demands further 
actual damages in dollars and cents for in- 
Juries alleged to have been caused oy criti- 
cism of his work. 

There are two sides to the . 
There are difficulties and dangers in Mr. 
Howard’s view which, perhaps, that 
gentieman has not fully considered. Of 
course, plagiarism in its severest in- 
terpretation is literary theft, but it 
shades down to a vague and sub- 
tle thing. Some able men have con- 
tended that all literary work is more 
or less plagiaristic, consciously or 
unconsciously, and justifiably so, as all 
literary material is common property. 
Should the court sustain Mr, Howard’s 
contention, would not the charge of 
plagiarism demanding damages if not 
sustained, demand punishment if sus- 
tained? Might we not be treated to the 
spectacle ofan army of authors suffering 
the penalty of literary theft or taking 
refuge in pleas of mental kleptomania? 

Again, if a charge of plagiarism is 
actionable the commercial platform may 
be carried farther and charges of weakness 
of intellect, dullness or any other defect 
of the author or his work which may de- 
tract from success become food for dam- 
ages. Isthere not danger that literary 
criticism will be so hedged about with 
legal complications and be made so risky 
that the critics will go out of business? 
What, then, will become of Mr. Howard 
and his fellow authors, who well know 
that far worse than to have something 
bad said about a literary work is to have 
nothing said about it?

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PERHAPSif the Federal Courts can make 
the interstate commerce law the means of 
giving the railroads complete mastery over 
their employes the railroad managers may 
be induced to pay some attention to its 
provisions. Commissioner Veazey suggests 
this as one of the possible results of the rul- 
ings of Judges Taft and Ricks. Of course 
it is not to be expected that 

courts will enforce the law 
against the wishes of the railroad man- 
agers, but they may persuade them in 
this way that the law is worth more than 
it costs.

A COMBINATION THAT MAY BE A 
TURF MONOPOLY. 


Croker’s Magnificent Turf Investments 
The Hand cf the Combins;s in Turf Leg- 
is'ation—Track and Stabie Gossip— 
Dixon Meets Siddons To-Night— Base 
Ball— The Oar—General Sporting News. 


Marcus Daly, the Montana copper king 
who has aspirations to be supreme on the 
American turf, finds himself confronted 
this year by a combination, the power of 
which can not be overestimated. Daly has 
money, but his rivals dave money and un- 
limited influence besides. Richard Croker, 
the Tammany chieftainand Michael Dwyer 
arethe two men that stand between the 
Montana millionaire and his cherished am- 
bition. The partnership between these two 
men, each a great general in his respective 
profession, meansa great deal to the turf 
world. There seems no reason why Mr. 
Croker should not be as successful on the 
turf as in politics. Both men 
have purchased powerful stables and will se- 
cure for them the most experienced hand- 
ling. The big stakes appear to be at their 
mercy and if thelrown horses are not able to 
win they have money to buy others that can 
win. They seem to possess unlimited means 
to spend if buying horses that may interfere 
with the success of their combination. 

In this manner Dwyer and Croker expect to 
control the turf. Within the past few months 
many things have happened in turf circles in 
which the fine hand ofthe combination can 
be traced. First came the introduction in 
the New York Legislature ofan amendment 
tothe Ives poollaw lengthening the racing 
season in that State. There was 
no necessity for this, the different 
associations being satisfied with thirty 
days each, but Dwyer’s Elizabeth track ig 
closed and with an extension of the New 
York racing season there would be room for 
another track. The late attempt to pur- 
chase Jerome Park shows how the rombina- 
tion was counting on the passage of the 
amendment and prep@fing to realize 
thereon. 

Then Mr. Dwyer, the most implacable 
enemy the pool- rooms ever had, gives part- 
ner Croker alittle talk, in which he showed 
him how, with open pool-rooms, their new 
race track venture would be a _ failure. 
What is the result? Mayor Gilroy, who is 
Croker’s political side partner, has a talk 
with the Superintendent of the New York 
police, and. within an hour the pool-rooms 
are raided and closed up. This was last 
Tuesday. 
ewe Gays later the public gasped for breath 
atthe announcement that Richard Croker, 
supposed to be a man of only moderate 
means,had purchased half of the Belle Meade 
Stud for a lump sum of $250,000. This was the 
most stupendous transaction ever recorded 
in the history of the American turf. Follow. 
ing tut came Mr. Croker’s offer of $50,000 for 
the brood mare T Gam of Yorkville 
Belle and other t race-horses. Later 


came the announcement that Peter F. Meyer 
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The Finest Baltimore Merchant Tailor Garments included in this sale. 
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A Five-Dollar Macintosh, 
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75c; Cluett,, 
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had offered $900,000 for the Jerome Park 
course. This might have been taken for a 
purely real estate transaction were it not for 
the fact that about a month ago Mr. Croker 
formed a business partnership with Mr. 
Meyer, Ostensibly to dabble in real estate. 
Mr. Meyer, however, made the proposition 
that if the stockholders of the villa site im- 
provement company did not care to sell he 
would lease the track at a rental of $32,000 for 
the first year and an increased rental during 
every year thereafter. 

Mr. broker personally has little knowledge 
of the value of race horses and racing 
property and it is safe to assume that Dwyer 
is behina him in his latest venture. 

Several years ago Mr. Croker was an 
humble brakesman of the New York Central 
railroad. He got into politics and rose un- 
til de succeeded John Kelly aschiefof Tam. 
many Hall. Last fallhe became interested 
in horse fiesh and from the $15,000 a year 
salary he was said to receiveas Chief of 
Tammany and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee he purchased some $100,000 worth 
of borse flesh. 

Mr. Croker’s heavy turf investments are 
the talk of New York, where he was never 
counted on as a man of financial resources 
until he began investing his money in horses 
with the sang froid of a millionaire. Whether 
itis Mr. Dwyer’s money or his own he is 
investing makes little difference to the turf 
world. Their association alone will produce 
a marked effect. The power that can be 
wielded by this combination is something 
enormous. Two powerful stables of horses, 
the most valuable stock farm in the country, 
a race-track that can be improved and made 
second to none, a powerful political machine 
to make and unmake laws, all combine to 
makethis scheme seem too stupendous to 
become ap actual fact.
